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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 20, 
2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1- 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gerber 
(US 6,131,498). 

Gerber discloses all the recited elements of the invention including a pivoting 
reciprocating working member (e.g., 44), a body (e.g., 32), a support (e.g., 40), and a 
mount (e.g., 36) including a bearing bushing (e.g., at 70). Regarding claims 4-6, e.g., 
see Figure 2. Regarding claims 7-8, a first part comprising an elongate aperture (e.g., 
at 36, frame part) and a second part comprising an elongate bearing (e.g., at 67). 
Regarding claim 9, a motor (e.g., 50) and first drive means (e.g., 52). 
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4. Claims 1-5 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hartmann. (US 4,545,123). 

Hartmann discloses all the recited elements of the invention including a 
reciprocating working member (e.g., 25), a body (e.g., 18), a support (e.g., at 52, col. 5, 
lines 10-15), and a mount including a bearing bushing (e.g., 54 and at 52). Regarding 
claims 9-12, a motor having a rotary output shaft, first drive means, and second drive 
means comprising cam means and biasing means (e.g., col. 4, line 14-col. 5, line 9, the 
support is pivoted about 68). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed June 21 , 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 
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Applicant contends that Gerber does not include a mount with a bearing bush 
which is rigidly connected to the support. Applicant further argues that Gerber's support 
and mount is not outside of the tool. 

As set forth above, Gerber does teach the mount including the bearing bush. 
Furthermore, applicant's argument regarding the support and the mount being outside 
of the tool body is not clearly understood. Gerber clearly shows the support (e.g., 40) 
and the mount (e.g., 36) outside of the tool body (e.g., 32).
